Two Westinghouse jet ens
gines, the type used in an early
Navy fighter and since declar-
ed surplus, are being mounted
on the huge cargo plane by
personnel of Acme Aircraft
Co. and the Steward-Davis
Corp. 1t will be another month
before the plane will be flown,
officials of the two companies
declared,

Installation of the jets on
the plane will augment the two
Pratt & Whitney radial propel-
ler engines which power the
plane. The jets will be used
only to make power take-offs
on short fields, and to give and
additional boost to the craft
when flying over mountains.
Fuel consumption rates in the
outdated jet engines make
their continuous use uneco-
nomical,

Many of this type of plane
is used by operators to haul
cargo in Canada, Alaska, and
Latin American countries
where aircraft runways are
limited,
